Having adverted to ihe necessity 
of railways, Mr. C. proceeds ; — " When 
railways cannot fur the present be formed, 
1 would suggest that the pulling and 
keeping of the roads and bridges in repair 
should he canSdedlo Trustees, who should 
he the magistrates of tbe district, and a 
certain number of persons chosen by the 
proprietors of the estalei through which 
lb* public road passed. These Trusltes 
should be responsible for (he state of the 
roads and bridges, and should only be al- 
lowed ihe amount raised by the tolls 
letied — lay ihtee-fourlhs of tbe annual 
expenses, and one-fourth tube contributed 
from the public Ireaiury, for accomplish- 
ing the object of their trust. It wo old he 
their interest to save money, as well aa to 
keep the roada aad bridges in a decent 
■late of repair ; and there fore the requi- 
site machinery, such as clerks and sur- 
veyors, would be very simple, and each 
body of trustees might be left to select its 
own machinery, At first it occured to 
me, that it niigltt be necessary to authorial 
the Trustees lo assess the landowners 
through whose estates Ihe roads might 
pass, fur a certain portion of tbe sum 
annually expended on the same . hut 
when I reflect that out landowners, being 
merely alieep farmer*, are not benefited by 
such roads in any greater degree than 
their fellow-colonists, I consider that il 
would be unjtul to subject them lo any 
other burden on account of toad* thai) 
(hat which they bear in common with the 
former. Power to levy tolls, iherefun,' 
wiil be the only power which need be 
given to tbe Trustees." 

We have now laid before oar readers 
whsl has appeared lo us lo be tbe pith and 
kernel or the evidence collected by the 
Committee on Ruads and Bridges. 
Besides substantiating Ibe broad (act, 
already but too notorious, that the 
public thoroughfares throughout the 
colony an in a deplorable state, Ihe 
testimony of the witnesses leads, we 
think, to the following conclusion* .— 
Firsts — That al the outset the rnadi and 
bridges should be placed in a passable state 
of repair at tha rxpruse of the general 
revenue ; SeeMnd— That tliey ahrruM Ihen 
be kept in repair by means of revenue 
from tolls, aasixtaare bring given out ot 
the general treasury to (hose lines whose 
tolls conJal b* shown to fall that of their 
indispensable outlay , and ihiruW- TKrt 
bolh the expntdildre of the primary grant, 
and the permanent administration of road 
atfaira, s ho u Id be entrusted to Local Boards, 
whose conMititlion, powera, and reepjrin- 
bilities should he defined by so act of the 
local legislature:,
